of arrears to make up in ‘both the 


import and export trade, a period of 
great and profitable activity is ahead. 
However gratifying economically 
igantic. con- 
ict might be for the Alhed “powers, 
‘t would not dé to Jay too much 
emphasis on this more or less 
materialistic point of view. One has 
only to remember the boundless 
misery caused in the invaded coun- 
tries by a ruthless foe,.the millions 
whd died on the battlefields, in the 
hospitals or as a direct consequence, 
of the privations endured in captivity, 
to have his sense. of jéy tempered 
with great feelings.of sorrow. It is, 
however, a matter of great consola- 
tion, to those who have to mourn 
the loss of relatives or friends, that 
all those sacrifices ‘have not been 
raade in vain, that these lives have 
not been wasted and the denial of 
this measure of comfort to,the people 
of Germany and their. associates 
forms, in my opinion, not.a small 
part of the well deserved punish- 
ment, which is now taking shape. 
‘And if I may be allowed to make 
from this place a somewhat personal 
remark, then I-shotld like to express 
the great sense of relief, which must 
now. ke-felt by the smaller natios 
in Europe, because the continuous 
menacing with force of arras by the 
Central Powers has come to an end, 
30 that in future questions. of inter- 
natidnal. importance’ will be decided 
hy the principles'of Right, and not 
through the exercise of Might. ‘ 
Although, the printed report of the 
Jealings of the Association mentions 
only av limited.number of subjects, 
the past year has been quite a, busy 
one for‘your Committee. ° oe 
At our last annual general meeting 
wiention was m2d2‘of certain sugges- 


'tions.as té-the advisability of trying 


to establish. a° godown, where mem- 
hers of. the Association could inspect, 
and pack their goods’ and have same 
éxamined and reported upon by duly 
qualified’ experts. The Committes 
discusses" the matter’early last year 
and after carefnily considering Ahe 
pros and cons’ it was: decided, under 
the then existing circumstances, to, 
teave the scheme in“abeyance for the: 
moment. ’ Last week however a com- 
munication’ was received from the 
Government Analyst.in which this 
subject is revived and it’ is my inten-
